It  is  a  most  happy  occasion  for  us,  when  the  opportunity  comes,  to 
thank  you  for  your  many  thoughtful  considerations  and  the  nice  increase 
in  business  which  you  send  us  each  year.  We  love  the.  Dahlia  Business, 
but  being  thoroughly  human,  your  thoughtfulness  in  expressing  your  ap¬ 
preciation  of  our  efforts  has  often  been  the  means  of  encouraging  us 
when  it  was  most  needed.  You  have  nutured  “Limestone  Gardens’’ 
through  its  infancy  and  have  given  us  a  sound  foundation  to  build  upon. 

Responding  to  the  necessity  to  increase  our  capacity  to  a  degree  which 
would  amply  provide  for  our  needs,  we  have  purchased  a  farm  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  Kentucky,  four  miles  South  of  Maysville  on  U.  S.  Historic  High¬ 
way  No.  68.  A  strictly  modern  propegating  plant  has  been  constructed 
and  is  now  in  operation.  Up  to  this  time  we  have  been  sorely  cramped 
for  desirable  growing  space  but  this  obstacle  is  now  removed. 

In  perusing  our  offerings  you  will  note  a  distinct  shortage  of  root  di¬ 
visions.  Due  to  nice  advance  sales  and  the  necessity  of  reducing  our  root 
stock  to  a  minimum  to  facilitate  moving  in  mid-Novembeir,  our  already 
limited  stock  was  completely  sold  out  on  many  varieties.  We  hesitate  to 
list  roots  of  several  varieties  because  of  depleted  stock,  since  it  is  often 
disappointing  to  a  customer  to  find  that  some  one  else  was  ahead  of  them. 
With  the  coming  of  next  season  we  hope  to  be  prepared  to  supply  your 
wants  in  roots  as  well  as  plants. 

Our  business  policy  will  remain  unchanged  unless  it  be  for  closer  co¬ 
operation  with  our  customers. 

We  invite  you  to  visit  our  new  home  and  will  indeed  feel  hurt  if  we 
learn  you  were  in  our  neighborhood  and  failed  to  call  on  us.

Our  Green  Plants 

When  we  undertake  to  arrive  at  prices  on  the  newer  introductions, 
we  are  confronted  with  a  situation  which  cannot  be  sidestepped.  While 
we  wish  to  allow  the  purchaser  every  consideration,  we  must  be  fair  with 
the  introducer.  Accordingly,  the  avenue  of  escape  by  “price  cutting”  is 
closed.  But  there  is  a  legitimate  mode  of  meeting  competition  and  we 
put  forth  every  effort  to  work  it  to  the  limit!  By  taking  the  introducer’s 
stock  and  producing  PLANTS  superior  to  his  own  the  situation  is  legiti¬ 
mately  met.  Many  of  our  customers  tell  us  that  we  are  producing  planes 
of  'tyiis  type.  Our  plants  are  shipped  from  three  -  inch  pots  and 
most  painstakingly  packed  in  an  upright  position  with  free  ventilation 
provided.  They  travel  to  the  most  distant  points  in  this  country,  never 
failing  to  arrive  in  perfect  condition;  at  least  we  are  often  so  advised 
and  during  the  past  season  we  received  nio  comment  to  the  contrary. 

While  we  are  ethically  free  to  price  older  varieties  to  suit  our  own 
fancy,  the  quality  of  the  product  is  in  no  way  neglected.  In  our  circle 
of  friends  we  apparently  have  a  reputation  which  we  consider  most  val¬ 
uable  and  we  do  not  propose  to  undermine  it  through  our  own  careless¬ 
ness  or  neglect. 

Rooted  Cuttings 

We  OFFERED  ROOTED  cuttings  to  the  retail  trade  for  the  first  time 
in  the  season  of  1936.  In  taking  this  step  we  did  so  with  no  little  temerity. 
The  response  astonished  us  an  d  When  advices  of  receipt  of  our  shipments  be¬ 
gan  to  arrive,  often  accompanied  with  repeat  orders,  we  were  deeply  grati¬ 
fied  that  we  had  “put  it  over”  beyond  our  fondest  hopes.  We  caution 
the  inexperienced  that  growing  dahlias  from  rooted-  cuttings  (is  hazardous. 
To  those  who  understand  the  handling  of  very  tender  plants  it  can  be 
recommended  with  slight  reservation.  The  first  season  you  probably  will 
have  some  losses.  Yet  the  money  saved  justifies  the  experiment  with  a 
lew  cuttings.  Most  growers  ship  ROOTED  CUTTINGS  in  a  prostrate 
position  and  when  they  reach  you  they  have  grown  crooked.  We  ship 
them  in  an  upright  position,  allowing  free  circulation  of  air.  They  reach 
you  with  straight  stems  and  as  fresh  as  when  they  leave  us.  We.  ship 
them  successfully  to  the  most  distant  points  in  the  country.

First  of 
all,  be  sure  you  obtain  the  proper  varieties  for  your  soil  and  climate. 
Your  friends  can  help  you  make  the  selections  or  we  will  be  happy  to 
suggest  good  ones  to  you.  Make  sure  you  get  clean,  healthy  stock. 
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Stulnited  stock  may  appear  healitihy,  but  will  never  toe  satisfactory  If 
you  find  you  have  secured  bad  stock,  better  destroy  it  as  soon  as  you  see 
its  health  is  impaired.  The  best  way  to  forestall  such  a  misfortune  is  to 
buy  from  a  reputable  grower.  When  you  are  encompassed  with  your  dah¬ 
lia  problems  we  will  be  happy  to  have  you  bring  them  to  us.

AUTUMN  SUNSET,  ID,  t Koenig)  1937.  Lemon  yellow  center  shading  to 
lightly  tinted  spinel  red  toward  oiTside  of  flowrer.  (Introducers  de¬ 
scription.)  After  carefully  studying  the  show  and  trial  garden  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  1937  introductions,  we  selected  this  dahlia  as  one  that 
is  “here  to  stay.”  It  is  reputed  to  have  great  size,  normally  at¬ 
taining  a  diameter  of  10  to  12  inches.  The  foliage  is  deep  green 
and  highly  insect  resistent.  It  is  borne  proudly  on  long,  strong 
stems  and  well  above  the  foliage.  Height  of  plants,  6  feet. 
Awarded  a  Certificate  of  Merit,  1936.  Plants  only  $7.50 

DEAN  ANDERSON,  ID,  (Wickershamj  Henna  orange.  Disseminated  to 
a  limited  extent  in  1936.  The  stately  magnificence  of  this  dahlia 
commands  respect  of  the  most  critical  judge.

Althougn  denied  the 
privilege  of  growing  this  dahlia  before,  wre  have  seen  enough  of  it, 
through  eyes  which  have  scorned  some  of  the  new*  ones  of  high 
rating,  to  recommend  it  to  you  without  reservation.  While  handi¬ 
capped  by  its  size,  it  has  competed  with  several  of  the  mightiest 
anld  come  out  victor.  We  consider  it  one  of  the  ‘‘occasional  ian- 
lias  of  superlative  merit.”  The  blooms  are  usually  facing  and  high 
above  clean  foliage.  The  plants  are  clean,  refined  and  vigorous 
and  are  medium  high.

Dahlia  Dont  s 

Don’t  think  you  have  been  “gyped”  when  a  grower  sends  you  a  small 
clean,  plump  root.  They  usually  produce  better  plants  than  extra 
large  ones. 

Don’t  water  growing  plants  too  often.  In  hot  weather  it  often  causes 
losses.  A  better  way  to  provide  the  necessary  moisture  is  by  frequent 
cultivation,  thus  providing  a  soil  mulch  to  hold  what  moisture  you 
already  have. 

Don’t  place  fertilizer  near  the  plant.  Work  it  in  the  middle  of  the  rows. 
The  feed  roots  will  find  it. 

Don’t  allow  weeds  and  trash  to  accumulate  around  your  garden.  Besides 
looking  bad,  it  is  a  fine  method  of  propagating  the  insects  which  cause 
so  much  grief.

ADIRONDACK  SUSET,  ID.  'Scarlet  shaded  canary  yellow  at  base  of 
petals.  The  immense  blooms  are  in  the  correct  position  on  fine 
stems.  Rushes  are  vigorous,  medium  to  tall  with  clean,  insect  re¬ 
sisting  foliage.  Plants  only  $1.00. 

BETTE  DAVIS,  SC.  Beautiful  deep  lavender.  One  of  the  best  exhibition 
dahlias  on  the  market.  It  is  a  nice,  clean  grower,  making  a  very 
attractive  garden  plant.  Blooms  are  large,  of  perfect  formation 
and  placed  at  the  correct  angle  on  the  best  of  stems.  Only  a  fair 
root  maker.  Plants  only  $1.00. 

BRACK  KNIGHT,  ID.  Deep  velvety  maroon.  Blooms  are  of  gigantic 
proportions  held  at  a  nice  angle  on  good  stems.  Bushes  are  very 
robust  and  vigorous,  growing  with  very  attractive  large,  dark  fol¬ 
iage.  Plants  only  $1.50. 

CALIFORNIA  IDOL,  ID.  Clear,  rich  yellow.  A  dahlia  which  lacks  noth¬ 

ing  but  faults.  Blooms  are  immense,  of  nice  depth  and  placed  at 
a  perfect  angle  on  the  best  of  stems.  The  foliage  is  molsit  attractive 
and  is  insect  resistant.  Bushes  are  of  medium  height  and  vigor¬ 
ous.  In  our  gardens  the  past  season,  this  variety  ranked  fourth 
for  ability  to  withstand  intense  heat  and  drought.  We  recommend 
it  unreservedly  as  an  exhibition,  garden  or  cut  flower  variety.

CALIFORNIA  ROSE,  ID.  Clear,  bright  rose.  Another  dahlia  of  great 
beauty  and  fine  habits  and  a  real  joy  to  grow.  Blooms  are  of 
great  proportions  on  fine,  robust  plants.

Until  approached  by  itlsi  originator,  we  had:  not  heard 
of  it,  but  after  giving  it  a  trial,  we  believe  it  was  denied  its  just 
due  of  praise  in  dahliadom.  It  is  a  nice  grower,  with  clean  at¬ 
tractive  foliage,  medium  to  large  blooms  on  fine  stems.  Although 
neglected,  it  made  a  fine  showing  in  our  gardens.  Plants  only  $2.00. 

GOLDEN  AGE,  SC.  One  of  the  finest  dahlias  it  has  ever  been  our  pleas¬ 
ure  to  grow.  Blooms  are  large,  placed  just  right  on  fine  stems  and 
are  borne  in  profusion.  Plants  are  robust  and  vigorous.  Foliage 
is  clean  and  attractive.  Plants  only  $1.00. 

GRAND  SLAM,  SC.  Light  pink  with  citron  yellow  base.  We  grew  this 
dahlia  the  past  season  from  rooted  cuttings  delivered  after  June 
2oth.  Plants  made  fine  growth,  but  did  not  bloom  before  frost.  We 
offer  ilt  on  the  recommendation  of  'others.  Plants  only  $2.50. 


GRETEL,  StrC.  The  color  is  a  bright  henna.  No  better  dahlia  of  its  type 
exists.  Plaots  are  vigorous  growing,  of  medium  height.  Blooms 
are  of  medium  size  and  are  always  perfect.  Stems  excellent. 

Plants  only  $1.00. 

KITTY  MAC,  ID.  Bright  purple  shading  to  petunia  violet.  This  is  an¬ 
other  of  the  late  arrivals  which  failed  to  bloom  before  frost.  We 
base  our  recommendations'  of  it  upon  its  growth  habit  in  our  gardens 
and  what  other  reliable  growers  have  to  say  about  it. 

Plants  only  $2.50. 

MARGRACE,  ID.  Brilliant  scarlet  tipped  gold.  A  large  and  very  strik¬ 
ing  flower.  This  dahlia  was  named  for  the  origionator’s  daught¬ 
ers,  Misses  Margaret  and  Grace  Bissell.  An  honest  confession 
from  the  gentleman  who  proposed  the  name  discloses  the  fact  that 
the  dahlia’s  marvelous  beauty  and  graceful  formation  suggested 
the  name  to  him.  With  this  in  mind,  the  name  is  most  approp¬ 
riate.  We  recommend  it  highly.  Plants  only  $2.50. 

MARY  RETZER,  SC.  A  pink  sport  of  Edna  Ferber,  possessing  all  the 
fine  traits  of  this  grand  old  dahlia.  Roots,  $2.50.  Plants,  $1.25. 

MID  WEST  CHAMPION,  ID.  Violet  rose.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  1936 
introductions.  Blooms  are  very  large,  on  fine  stems  and  held  well 
above  the  foliage.  Plants  are  exceptionally  vigorous,  of  medium 
height  and  always  as  clean  as  a  pin.  Plants  only  $2.50. 

MILTON  J.  CROSS,  ID.  Clear  gold  at  base  of  petals  shading  to  orange 
buff.  This  was  another  of  the  late  arrivals  at  our  gardens  last 
season,  but  it  bloomed  before  frost,  and  what  blooms!  The  flow¬ 
ers  are  huge,  on  extra  fine,  long  stems  and  they  come  in  a  hur¬ 
ry.  The  plants  are  magnificent.  Plants  only  $5.00. 

OAKLEIGH  MONARCH,  ID.  Rich  deep  red.  Introduqed  by  Mr.  L.  L. 
Hook  under  a  “satisfy  you  or  your  money  back”  guarantee,  and  so 
far  as  we  can  leam,  he  has  not  been  called  on  for  many  refunds. 
This  is  a  strong  grower  producing  magnificent  blooms.  A  dahlia 
of  the  type  that  causes  little  or  no  trouble  in  the  garden. 

Plants  only  $2.50 

PRIDE  OF  AUSTINBURG,  ID.  The  color  is  a  combination  of  pink  and 
gold.  The  blooms  are  of  immense  size  and  depth,  borne  on  fine* 
stems  and  held  well  above  the  foliage  at  a  good  angle.  This  is  a 
fine,  vigorous  growing  and  most  worthy  dahlia.  Plants  only  $2.50. 


Dahlias  As  Cut  Flowers 

Dahlias  will  keep  well  as  cut  flowers  if  handled  properly.  All  too 
often  we  are  inclined  to  forget  that  the  magnitude  of  the  bloom  and  the 
consequent  volume  of  evaporation  require  treatment  not  found  necessary 
in  the  case  of  smaller  flowers.  Accordingly  it  is  best  to  cut  them  in  the 
early  morning  or  late  evening.  Before  placing  on  exhibition  or  on  display, 
they  should  be  allowed  to  stand  ini  cold,  deep  water  for  from  four  to 
six  or  eight  hours,  so  as  to  thoroughly  saturate  the  tissues.  They 
will  then  keep  well  without  the  aid  of  stimulants.  We  sometimes  cut 
bloom  in  the  heat  of  the  day  without  disastrous  results,  if  treated  in  this 
manner.  The  water  in  containers  should  be  changed  daily  and  if  water 
is  not  cold  the  addition  of  a  little  ice  is  highly  beneficial.  When  the  water 
is  changed  it  is  best  to  cut  off  an  inch  or  two  of  (the  stem  to  expose 
fresh  tissues. 


ROYAL  PURCHASE,  IncC.  The  color  is  a  deep  straw  yellow  with  the 
outer  petals  suffused  pink  The  petals  of  this  immense  flower  twist 
and  turn,  giving  the  flower  a  shaggy  appearance.  The  blooms 
are  borne  high  above  the  foliage  on  stems  of  good  quality. 

Plants  only  $3.75.

Don't  store  your  clumps  without  first  cutting  the  stocks  back  to  within 
an  inch  or  two  of  the  crown  and  dusting  them  with  sulphur.  Crown 
rot  will  be  greatly  reduced  this  way. 

Don’t  have  “dahlia  secrets.’’  Be  a  good  sport  and  remember  that  you 
once  pined  to  learn  how  it  was  done.
